Poisonous Mushrooms 
Kill Two In Michigan 


LANSING, Mich (AP) - At 


least two persons have died and 
six others were hospitalized in 
Michigan this week1 from rating 
freshly 
picked, 
poisonous 


mushrooms, state officials said 
Thursday. 


The Department of Public 


Health said most of the victims 
are from the tri-county Ogemaw 
- ttoacommon - Arenac area; 
and most were elderly persons 
who nave picked mushrooms in 
the vicinity for many years 
without problems 


Six of the victims were ad- 


mitted to West Branch Hospital 
and transferred to University of 
Michigan Hospital where one 
died. The other two were ad- 
mitted to Standteh Hospital and 
then transferred to a Saginaw 
hospital, where a second died. 


The mushrooms eaten in five 


cases, one of them fatal, weru 
identified by a U-M professor of 
botany as those in the Amanita 
group, referred-to as the "des- 
troying 
jngel," 
and 
the 


Galcrma group, or stump 
mushroom. 
' Amanitas include some edible 
varieties, 
but 
most 
are 


poisonous, state health officials 
saM. Two of the poisonous vari- 


ties are Amanita Virosa and 
Amanita Musearla.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Her long and violenl journey 
into lhe underground at an end, 
'Palncia Hearst was reunited 
today with the parents she had 
renounced as pigs Her father 
said she was ready to come 
home. 


"She was happy 
she really 


wants to come home," Ran- 
dolph A. Hearst said after he 
and his wife 'visited their 
daughter at a county jail in 
Redwood City where she K be- 
ing held oh bank robbery and 
other charges. 


"We told her we loved her and 


hugged her and kissed her," 
Catherine Hearst told newsmen 
at the jail "We just said we 
loved each other." 


The most celebrated fugitive 


hunt in the nation's history 
came to a swift conclusion 
Thursday with the capture of 
Miss Hearst and three fellow 


• radicals, tt had been 19 months 


since she had seen the parents 
she reviled for their wealth 


Asked if he would put up the 


money to free his 21-year-old 
daughter, who is held on more 
than »1 million bail, Hearst 
replied, "I think so ',' 


Terrence Hallman, attorney 


for the newspaper heiress who 
was kidnaped by members of

FBI agents 
followed the officers.Into the 
room annd arrested Miss Hearst 
and a fugitive companion, police 
said.

But 
the date of the adoption — Sept. 17, 
1787 — is one that can stand a lot of 
remembering.

. Produced toy delegates from the 
state legislatures, the U.S. Constitu- 
tion IMS bee* the envy of free nations 
emy utieu, and was called by British 
statesman William E. Gladstone "the 
most wonderful work ever struck off at 
a given time by the brain and purposes 
of man." 
' In the drafting of the Constitution, 
six', principles of government were 
provided as a base upon which United 
States law would rise. They are 
JedenttHB, republicanism, limitation 
•f - the p*wers 
of 
government, 


supremacy of the Constitution over 
ordinary laws, and adaptability of ' 
fundamental law to changing condi- 


tions. 


As is proper, the Constitution is a 


document 
of principles, 
not 
of 


, specifics. It provides the guideline for • 
freedom, that most cherished of pos- 
sessions. 
• 


. As the federal government has take 
more and more authority into its own 
hands, there have been,cries that the 
freedom of individuals and of states 
are being encroached upon contrary to 
the spirit of the Constitution. Certainly 
the Founders did not have in mind the 
land of paternalism that'characterizes 
all federal governments of recent 
years. 


All days are good to ponder the les- 


sons of American history, but the an- 
niversary of.the Constitution is a par- 
ticularly 
suitable 
time, for 
all 


Americans to ponder the intent and the 
scope of this great human document, 
and to resolve to tolerate only officials 
who will'make further erosion of the 
Constitution impossible. 


Tuition Handouts Hurt 
More Than They Help 


'Higher education in America con- 
tinues to suffer from the misguided 
ministrations 
of 
well-meaning 


enthusiasts who apparently assume 
thai anything,good should be free, 
ij Ip -demanding free tuition in public 
colleges and universities, they ignore1 
the"-hard-core truth that higher educa- 
tion is an expensive investment for the 
state as well as for the student. It is an 
investment that should be made as 
part of a mutually beneficial contract 
between a state-which needs educated 
talent and a student who needs help 
arid has demonstrated both ability and 
motivation. 


Those who assume the role of , 


generous benefactors of youth at state 
expense have exaggerated the relative 
importance of a tuition fee in the 
eoMMnic cost of four years in college. 
Not.only does instruction of quality 
oMt the cvUege far more than the fee 
uinally charged, but the student's in- 
vestment in board, room, services and 
time without earnings exceeds the 
more obvious tuition charge. 


' To see that all qualified and mo- 
tivated students have the opportunity 
to. enhance their talents for their own 
good and that of society involves both 
careful evaluation of the promise of a 
candidate,for aid and his ability to 
meet the total expenses of a college 
education. 


The greatest danger of a policy of 


free tuition for-public colleges and 
universities is the loss of quality and 
diversity in American higher educa- 
tion at a time when high talent is in 
high demand. State institutions cannot 
continue to improve both instruction 
and scholarship if they must depend 
upon the taxpayer alone. 


Meanwhile, free tuition in public in-, 


stitutions will make progress in 
private colleges and universities still 
more difficult. By confusing free tui- 
tion with freedom of opportunity, 
proponents of this device may weaken 
one of America's most vital resources 
in sustaining a place of leadership in a 
troubled world — a pluralistic and 
dynamic system of higher education.

made it possible to produce more per 
acre and keep ahead of population 
growth. Industrial nations in par- 
ticular seemed perfectly capable of 
producing more and better food all the 
time. 


Two world wars and a number of 


smaller ones in the space of a half 
century also contributed heavily to 
keeping population densities down. 


But all that is in the past. The 


present .doesn't look quite so smug, 
with countries like India perpetually 
on the verge of wholesale starvation 
and affluent countries such as the U.S. 
and Canada wiping out food surpluses 
in sales and aid as fas as they can be 
accumulated. And what of the future? 


Is the Malthusian theory that 


population will increase geometrically 
while 
food 
production 
increases 


arithmetically now being borne out? 
The population explosion since World 
War II and the rise of starvation as a 
major problem in an age of general 
prosperity are strong signs of the im- 
balance foreseen by Malthus. 


Malthus did not limit his economic 


contributions to dire predictions. He 
also had some solutions to starvation. 
Emigration was one, reforms in laws 
which penalized poor persons was 
another. He pointed to education as an 
important factor in influencing a man 
not to have more children than he 
could reasonably support. 


Stressing foresight, prudence and 
' moral restraint," Malthus linked the 
laws of economics with the character 
of man. It is an important lesson to 
remember in an age when easy 
answers are available for almost any 
problem.

of carrot sticks and either an 
apple, banana, orange or pear 
Wrapping costs, totaling three 
cents,Were also added, as was 
milk, purchased at school. 


Many factors other than price 


should ibe' oytstdered when 
deciding on brown bagging It or 
buying school lunches Many 
children wilt not eat a large 
meal and critics of the lunch 
program often cite excessive 
waste The time of the lunch 
period, the influence of other 
children, whether a good choice 
of goods is offered and the kinds 
and amounts of food available at 
home or at school, all enter into 
the decision. In schools where 
reduced price lunches are not 
available, the full cost lunches 
are perceived as too costly by 
large families 


There, are pros and cons with 


both school lunches and brown 
bag lunches, but the most im- 
portant consideration is that 
children' get a well balanced 
meal, consisting of foods chosen 
from the basic four groups.
